REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1902. 


In presenting our annual report, we wish to congrat- 
ulate the citizens of Canterbury upon the general success 
of our several schools during the past year. Harmony 
and union have prevailed throughout the district. Teach- 
ers have labored hard and performed their duties faith- 
fully. Pupils have been obedient and studious, and 
_ parents and citizens have manifested a good degree of 
interest in the welfare of our schools, thus codperating 
with teachers and pupils, resulting in perfect success in 
many instances. 

In order to have successful schools, good teachers 
must be employed. ‘This responsibility rests entirely 
upon the board of education. Recognizing this fact we 
have earnestly endeavored to secure the best teachers 
possible. Only those of good moral character, high 
rank in scholarship, love for the work, and capacity to 
govern, have been employed, and only those possessing 
those qualifications can ever become successful teachers. 
Many of the teachers we have employed have had pre- 
vious experience in our schools, and have maintained 
their former excellent reputation as teachers, while those 
who have taught their first terms heré have by their en- 
ergy, zeal, and meritorious work, proved themselves 
eminently worthy of their vocation. 

We have been pleased to notice that good discipline 
has been maintained in our schools, and that excellent 
progress has been made in the various branches of study. 
Penmanship has not been neglected, and the improve- 
ment in this line is highly commendable. Rhetorical 
exercises have been very interesting and praiseworthy. 


2 [CANTERBURY] 
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An earnest request was made for a school in the 
Hackleborough schoolhouse, and as most of the scholars 
in that locality are small, it was thought best to establish 
a school there, which was maintained as many weeks 
as the other district schools. This additional expendi- 
ture, together with the increased amount paid for tuition 
of pupils at Kezer Seminary, has called for the most 
stringent economy, and we have endeavored to obtain 
as many weeks of school as possible with the money 
appropriated. 

The average attendance the past year has been better 
than that of the previous years still there is room for 
improvement. The registers show too many absent 
marks for the good of our schools. It would be well 
for parents and guardians to bear in mind section 14, 
chapter 93 of the Public Statutes: ‘‘ Every person hav- 
ing the custody and control of a child between the ages 
of eight and fourteen years, residing in a school district 
in which a public school is annually taught, shall cause 
such child to attend the public school all the time such 
school is in session, unless the child shall be excused 
by the school board of the district because his physical 
or mental condition is such as to prevent his attendance 
at school for the period required, or because he was in- 
structed in the English language in a private school 
approved by the school board for a number of weeks 
equal to that in which the public school was in session 
in the common English branches, or having acquired 
those branches in other more advanced studies. Any 
person who does not comply with the requirements of 
this section shall be fined ten dollars for the first offence 
and twenty dollars for every subsequent offence for the 
use of the district.” 

We have made no change in text-books used in our 
schools during the year, but have been obliged to pur-

chase quite a large number of books in order to supply 
the needs of our schools. The condition of many of the 
books in use shows every indication of bad usage, and 
we would suggest to parents that they give their chil- 
dren proper instruction in reference to the care of books 
loaned them by the district. 

A law has recently come in force whereby all towns 
not maintaining a high school are compelled to pay the 
tuition of pupils who enter upon a four years’ course in 
any high school or academy approved by the state super- 
intendent of public instruction. ‘The wisdom of this 
act remains to be demonstrated. Mlowever, should the 
additional appropriation required tend to reduce our 
annual appropriations for the support of our common 
schools we would consider it an unwise act. 

We cannot afford to lower the standing of our com- 
mon schools, for in these schools our children get the 
practical part of their education, and a large majority 
all the education they ever obtain. We wish every 
parent and citizen of the district might become more 
interested. We would suggest that you visit our schools 
often and by so doing you will greatly encourage both 
teacher and pupils. Let us, in every way possible, aid 
in raising higher the standard of our common schools, 
for upon them rests the grand foundation of all our 
public institutions. 

In conclusion we would extend ‘dur thanks to the cit- 
izens for the honor conferred, and for their cordial 
support, and to pupils and teacher for the many courte- 
sies shown us, and trusting our schools may be more 
successful in the future than in the past, we respectfully 
submit our report.
